His first thought was to rescue 
his young brother from the horrible effect of his 
mother’s insanity—and with extraordinary presence 
of mind, although exhausted from his recent strug- 
gle, as he must have been, he snatched up the 
child, fled, and succeeded in reaching the resi- 
dence of a neighbour, about a mile distant.—To 
him he communicated the recent transactions— 
with all haste they proceeded to the habitation of 
Mr Brock, and there beleld the wretched and un- 
fortunate creature suspended from a plank in the 
upper floor, and lifeless! They rushed to the well 
—the child in it was drawn up—but its spirit too, 
had fled forever. 

Just at this moment the husband was seen ap-

The following brief sketch of the observations 
which led to the discovery above mentioned is 
given, that all who wish te be satisfied of the truth 
of it, may have occular demonstration of the fact, 
if they will take the trouble. On viewing several 
grains of wheat in a microscope, someihing re- 
sembling the eggs of insects was observed upon 
them; 20 grains were selecic] with those ap- 
pearances; they were put upon some raw cotton 
and a little earth, in a tumbler of water, and ob- 
served every day; and oi; the day the grain epen- 
ed and put forth its tender fibre, the insect burst 
from its shell and was not to be seen. 

Ten days after, 5 of the grains with their roots 
and blades were taken from the glass and careful- 
ly examined. In 3 of them the insects were found. 
The other 15 remained, and overspread the top of 
the glass. They were preserved tll spring, when 
on examining them, every stalk had an insect on it; 
some 2, and one had 4. 

Twenty other grains were selected, and the 
lime applied for 12 hours. It was then washed, 
and the colour of the eggs was changed; and be- 
ing put into a glass, in like manner as the other, 
the wheat grew, but the eggs did not produce. 
The reots were transplanted and grew well; and 
ten bushels of wheat limed as above, produced a 
great crop; while the neighbouring fields suffer- 
ed materially, and some were almost wholly de- 
stroyed by the fly.
